However, In contrast to GEN HEBSD&IER, AW HAONER 
la not burdened with the Prussian mannerism, nor with the stem metlculoelty of a typical 
German Any Qeneral Staff officer. This la not to say that AW KACBOBA Is not precise, 
nor that he does not detect the moat minute discrepancies. Zt Is rather an attempt to 
liply that AW MACMBR manages to confront situations with more ease and In a more diploma tlo 
and demoeratlo fashion. AW HAWES would respond to courtesies with a salute or even shake 
hand* with a sailor.
